BIO FORESTRY PROJ EFT 


A REFORESTATION project covering 172,420 acres of cutover 
land in northern Minnesota has been announced by the Weyer­ 
haeuser lumber interests of St. Paul. 
T h e problem of the cutover 
land is something that is always with us and any attempt to solve 
it means much to any northern county. 
In accordance with the auxiliary forest amendment adopted 
by the 1929 legislature, the petitions ask the county board to 
transmit the requests to the state forest commissioner who will 
decide whether the land shall be classed as an auxiliary forest and 
receive the low' tax rate provided by the amendment. 
The forestry act specifies a tax of five cents an acre on aux­ 
iliary forest land and an additional fire tax of three eents an acre. 
Land to Im* reforested is controlled by the Northwest Paper 
company, a consolidated organization of four companies owned by 
the Weyerhaeuser interests. 
Value of the land is lister! at 
an 
acre and the total value as $617,260. 
Petitions covering each are to be included in the project, a s 
required by law, carry statements as to timber growth on the land 
and possibilities of future production. 
“The lands are vacant, unimproved, cut-over lands,” the pe­ 
titions set forth, “having once been covered with merchantable 
timber, all of whieh has been removed. 
• 
They are now covered with small second growth of poplar, 
birch, spruce, cedar, balsam, pine, tamarack, ash, elm, balm of 
tiilead and basswood, which is at present of no merchantable value 
hut which eventually will grow into valuable merchantable tim­ 
ber. 
“They are will adapted to reforestation by the method or 
process of scif-production which is the method your applicant p r o ­ 
poses to follow. 
It is proper lo grow upon said lands all kinds of 
trees above mentioned.** 
The reforestation project is in the nature of an experiment 
officials of the Weyerhaeuser Lumber company, said. 
With the 
stand of merchantable timber in northern Minnesota nearing its 
end, the project was pointed to as an effort to continue the forest 
industry in the state. 
Trees tit for saw logs would require from 60 lo 76 years to 
grow, while those for pulp would need about 26 years. 
The tim­ 
ber is expected to be used for pulp.

BIO FORESTRY PROJECT 


A REFORESTATION project covering 172,420 acres of cutover 
land in northern Minnesota has been announced by the Weyer­ 
haeuser lumber interests of St. Paul. 
The problem of the cutover 
land is something that is always with us and any attempt to solve 
it means much to any northern county. 
In accordance with the auxiliary forest amendment adopted 
by the 1929 legislature, the petitions ask the county board to 
transmit the requests to the state forest commissioner who will 
decide whether the land shall be classed as an auxiliary forest and 
receive the low tax rate provided by the amendment. 
The forestry act specifies a tax of five cents an acre on aux­ 
iliary forest land and an additional tire tax of three cents an acre. 
Land to be reforested is controlled by the Northwest Paper 
company, a consolidated organization of four companies owned by 
the Weyerhaeuser interests. 
Value of th*1 land is listed at $3 an 
acre and the total value as $517,260. 
Petitions covering each are to he included in the project, as 
required by law, carry statements as to timber growth on the land 
and possibilities of future production. 
“The lands are vacant, unimproved, cut-over lands,” the pe­ 
titions set forth, “having once been covered with merchantable 
timber, all of which has been removed. 
• 
They are now covered with small second growth of poplar, 
birch, spruce, cedar, balsam, pine, tamarack, ash, elm, balm of 
Gilead and basswood, which is at present of no merchantable value 
but which eventually will grow into valuable merchantable tim­ 
ber. 
“They are well adapted to reforestation by the method or 
process of self-production which is the method your applicant pro­ 
poses to follow. 
It is proper to grow upon said lands all kinds of 
trees above mentioned.” 
The reforestation project is in the nature of an experiment, 
officials of the Weyerhaeuser Lumber company, said. 
With the 
stand of merchantable timber in northern Minnesota nearing its 
end, the project was pointed to as an effort to continue the f o r e s t 
.industry in the state. 
Trees tit for saw logs would require from 50 to 75 years to 
grow, while those for pulp would need about 25 years. 
The tim­ 
ber is expected to be used for pulp.
